Saints’ met Crawford on the Hoover field November 13th and recorded their 
first league victory. Larry Turner, playing offensive fullback for the first time, 
gained steady ground through the middle. Clause and O’Malley rounded the ends 
for long gains. Crawford couldn't match Saints’ power and the line sprung Clause 
loose on scoring runs of 7, 54, and 80 yards. O’Malley picked up the other score 
ona 5 yard scamper.

The year 1960, marked the debut of Joe Galindo as 
head basketball coach at St. Augustine. He greeted one 
of the smallest squads Saints’ has had in recent years, 
with only 8 players suited on several occasions. He had 
the added misfortune of fielding a fine team during a 
year when all the other league teams were ‘‘loaded.”
